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A FEATURE  ARTICLE 

Collecting  Small  Size  Red  Seal,  Legal  Tender  Notes 
by  William  Brandimore 

With  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  Large  size  type  notes,  I have  added  Small 
size  Red  Seal  $2  Legal  Tender  notes  to  my  list  of  collecting  interests.  Many 
of  them  are  inexpensive,  and  many  are  not.  This  is  a group  of  notes  that  can 
generally  be  collected  in  uncirculated  condition.  There  are  a few,  however, 
that  you  will  never  be  able  to  obtain  except  in  very  low  grade  unless  you  are 
a deep  pockets  sort  of  person. 

Perhaps  the  easiest  way  to  begin  is  by  searching  out  1963  and  1963 A and 
1953,  53 A,  53B  and  1953  C.  Earlier  notes  are  much  pricier,  especially  the 
1928B  note  in  the  1928  group  that  includes  1928,  1928A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F and 
19028G. 

The  1928  group  notes  are  pricey  in  high  grades.  Star  notes  get  wild, 
especially  in  the  1928B  and  1928E  notes.  1928B  star’s  go  for  S25K  or  so  and 
low  grade  1928E’s  can  be  found  for  $5  and  up.  Other  stars  in  the  1928  series 
are  more  affordable,  especially  in  the  very  fine  condition  range.  There  are 
some  Mules  that  make  this  group  exciting,  as  well.  Something  you  can  look 
for  and  possibly  cherry-pick.  The  first  Mule  shows  up  in  the  1928C  note.  It 
sells  for  $1500  or  so  in  Very  Fine  and  is  extremely  scarce.  These  Mule  notes 
occurred  in  the  same  fashion  as  the  1935  and  1935 A silver  Certificates.  Red 
Seal  deuces  prior  to  the  1928C  have  no  Mules.  To  stretch  plate  longevity, 
the  BEP  used  1928B  back  plates  with  a very  few  1928C  front  plates.  This 
combination  produced  the  mules  with  Macro  plate  letters  on  the  face  and 
Micro  plate  letters  on  the  backs.  No  Mule  star  notes  were  produced. 

The  1928D  series,  however,  provided  lots  of  mules  in  regular  notes  and  in 
star  notes.  High  grade  Mules  might  bring  $500  or  so  in  Uncirculated 

As  mentioned  earlier,  the  1928E  stars  are  quite  scarce.  1928  F & G stars  are 
much  easier  to  come  by. 

In  the  1953  groups,  regular  notes  bring  $20  to  $40  and  stars  can  bring  $100 
or  so  in  high  grade.  The  1963  and  1963 A groups  are  less  pricey,  but  the 
1 963  A star  brings  $ 1 50  or  so  in  high  grade. 

So,  to  sum  up,  take  a look  at  these  red  seal  $2’s.  Look  for  Mules  and  try  and 
put  together  a nice  set.  It  won’t  be  too  easy,  but  it  will  be  fun.  I expect  that 
these  notes  will  increase  in  value  as  we  see  many  paper  collectibles  priced 
right  out  of  the  average  buyer’s  budget  limits. 

You  also  might  want  to  put  away  Green  Seal  FRN  stars,  as  well.  The  2003A 
is  a real  sleeper,  with  stars  only  being  produced  for  the  Atlanta  district.  1976 
$2  stars  are  going  up  also.  Put  a set  away  and  I think  you’ll  enjoy  doing  it.

The  Paper  Money  Collectors  of  Michigan  is  a great  opportunity  to  access 
the  Currency-Collecting  community. 

Here  is  an  update  about  my  study  of  the  series  2003a  $1  Star  Replacement  Notes. 
I am  researching  the  Atlanta  District  star  printing  for  the  100,000  sheet  (3.2 
million  note)  run  4 printed  in  Washington  DC.  My  desire  is  to  obtain  information 
about  star  notes  from  the  last  5,350  sheets  starting  with  sheet  94,650  up  to 
100,000  and  in  this  serial  number  range:  F0969465O*  through  FI 2799999*. 

To  review,  this  project  began  following  observation  of  printing  anomalies  found  in 
the  $1  series  2003  “E-J"  business  block.  I found  a Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  production  or  security  deviation  which  I still  cannot  understand  even 
after  logging  data  for  over  15,000  "E-J”  plus  3,000  2003a  star  notes.  To  date, 
nobody  has  come  forward  to  discuss  or  explain  the  deviation.
